In some way students get 
the idea that once they reach high 
school they are free to do what- 
ever they please. However, the 
truth is that life has its limits. Pun- 
ishments received while in high 
school include In School Suspen- 
sion, detention hall, and ground- 
ing. 

ISS punishes students, in 
much the same way as ground- 
ing, by a method of isolation. Get 
in trouble with the administra- 
tion and you've got ISS. That 
means report to the ISS room as 
soon as you arrive at school. Ina 
small room located near the ath- 
leticteam rooms, and nothing else, 
the misbehaving teenagers are 
confined for the day, even during 
lunch. 

Students receive ISS most 
commonly for smoking, skipping 
class, or being rude to a teacher. 


ISS can only be given for three 
days at a time and three times a 
year. On the third offense, you're 
out. Out of School Suspension, 
that is. 

Because of the new ISS pro- 
cedures, in particular the room, 
its location and the confinement 
factor, students were less likely to 
get into trouble. The students' 
lunches are brought to them and 
the bathroom is located in the ISS 
room. ISS is definitely isolation. 

Detention hall is another 
form of punishment which is com- 
monly given by teachers. Deten- 
tion hallis usually given for being 
late to class and cursing in class. 
When given D-hall, students have 
to stay after school with a teacher 
for at least thirty minutes, work- 
ing on homework or helping out 
the teacher with little things such 
as punching holes in papers. 


Facing the wall quickly gets to be a bore 
for ISS students. The new ISS room com- 
plete with bathroom and total isolation 
proved to be a deterrent to misbehaving. 
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"This isn't a serious punishment, 
but it can be very boring," Pat 
Broderick said. 

On the homefront the most 
popular form of punishment is 
grounding. Parents ground stu- 
dents for coming home after cur- 
few, talking back, lying, and get- 
ting bad grades. Michelle Doyle 
said, "I spend half my life in my 
room. I get grounded for every- 
thing, from talking back to my 
parents to missing curfew."

in October. Every meal, hotel and entry fee 
was paid for by an anonymous donor, | 

She stayed in Russia for seven days. _ 
"The food was really bad so | only ate the 
bread. | lost eight pounds. The weather was 
really cold andthe streets, buildings and people 
were very plain and monotonous," said 
Catherine. 

The Russian people tried to trade any- 
thing they owned for something that was 
American. One of the guys from the Olympics 
was stopped by a Russian man who tried to 
trade him a Russian woman for his necklace. 

Catherine brought home 4 gold medals, 
2 bronze medals and a great experience. 
"This will be an event that | will never forget as 
long as | live. It was a lot of hard work, but was 
worth it in the end. | wish that everyone could 
get an experience like that at least once in 
their life."
